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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  NO.  324—1916. 

For  the  vacation  of  Greeley  Street  from  the  west  line  of 
Webster  Street  to  the  East  line  of  Ewing  Street  and  from  the 
west  line  of  Ewing  Street  to  the  East  line  of  Fairfield  Avenue. 

Resolved  by  t3ie  Doard  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  to  vacate  that  portion  of 
Greeley  Street  from  the  west  line  of  Webster  Street  to  the  East 
line  of  Ewing  Street  and  from  the  west  line  of  Ewing  Street  to 
the  East  line  of  Fairfield  Avenue. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  vacations  of  por- 
tions of  Greeley  Street  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  of  said -city. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  and  all  expenses  connected  there- 
with to  be  assessed  against  the  property  beneficially  affected 
thereby. 

All  of  said  Greeley  Street  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by 
the  vacation  of  said  portions  of  Greeley  Street  as  above  described 
being  situated  in  the  southwest  quarter  of  Section  No.  2,  Township 
30  North,  Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

Your  petitioners  respectfully  ask  your  honorable 
Board  to  vacate  said  Greeley  Street  from  the  west  line  of 
Webster  Street  to  the  east  line  of  Fairfield  Avenue  in 
said  City  for  the  following  reasons: 


Because  the  vacation  of  said  portion  of  Greeley 
Street  will  he  a public  utility. 

Because  that  portion  of  said  Greeley  Street  herein 
asked  to  be  vacated  is  contiguous  to  the  north  line  of 
the  right  of  way  of  the  Nickel  Plate  Railroad  in  said  city, 
has  no  outlet  at  its  eastern  terminus,  and  is  there  cut 
off  by  said  right  of  way. 

Because  the  same  has  been  practically  abondoned  for 
travel  as  a public  highway. 

Because  the  same  has  not  been  improved  or  paved,  and 
the  expense  of  maintaining  and  paving  the  same  is  largely 
in  excess  of  any  benefit  that  could  be  derived  from  keep- 
ing the  same  open  as  a street. 

Because  said  street  is  dangerous  for  general  public 
use  as  a street  on  account  of  its  proximity  to  the  tracks 
of  said  Nickel  Plate  Railroad. 

Because  the  south  line  of  said  street  is  the  north 
line  of  the  right  of  wp,y  of  said  Nickel  Plate  Railroad, 
and  if  kept  open  as  a public  highway,  will  prevent  the 
land  on  the  north  side  of  said  street  from  being  used  as 
sites  for  factories  for  which  it  is  best  adapted. 

Because  there  is  a large  and  increasing  demand  for 
building  sites  for  factories  contiguous  to  such  railroads 
as  the  Nickel  Plate  Railroad  in  said  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
and  there  is  now  a great  scarcity  of  such  building  sites; 
that  many  factories  and  other  classes  of  business  have 
desired  to  come  to  said  city,  but  have  been  unable  to  do 
so  because  they  have  been  unable  to  secure  suitable  loca- 
tions on  property  contiguous  to  railroads,  so  as  to  have 
trackage  facilities  for  the  conduct  of  their  business; 
that  if  said  portion  of  Greeley  Street  is  vacated,  as 
herein  prayed,  all  of  the  property  immediately  north  of 
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said  Nickel  Plate  Railroad  in  said  city,  east  of  Pairfielc. 
Avenue  and  now  abutting  on  said  Greeley  Street,  will  at 
once  be  available  for  factory  sites,  whereas  the  mainte- 
nance of  said  street  will  render  said  property  practically 
unavailable  for  such  purposes. 

This  petition  and  consent  for  said  vacation  is  on 
dondition  that  there  shall  be  no  assessment  of  damages 
against  these  petitioners  on  account  of  the  vacation  of 
said  street. 

WHiilRRFORE,  your  petitioners  ask  your  Honorable  Board 
to  vacate  said  portion  of  Greeley  Street  as  herein  prayed,

Wayne , Indiana, from  the  west  line  of  Webster  Street  to  the  east 
line  of  Fairfield  Avenue,  and  of  lot  Ho.  8 in  block  Ho.  4 of 
Ewing's  addition  to  3aid  city  of  Ft.  Wayne,  abutting  on  the  nor- 
therly side  of  said  Greeley  Street;  and  respectfully  asks  your 
Honorable  Board  to  vacate  said  Greeley  Street  from  the  west  line 
of  Webster  Street  to  the  east  line  of  Fairfield  Avenue  in  said 
city  for  the  following  reasons:

Because  the  same  has  not  been  improved  or  paved,  and  the 
expense  of  maintaining  and  paving  the  same  is  largely  in  excess  of 
any  benefit  that  could  be  derived  from  keeping  the  same  open  as 
a street. 

Because  said  street  if  kept  open  at  said  place  as  a public 
lighway,  will  prevent  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  said  street 
from  being  used  as  sites  for  factories,  for  which  it  is  best  adapt- 
sd. 

Because  there  is  a large  and  increasing  demand  for  building 
3itd8  for  factories,  contiguous  to  Buch  railroads  as  that  of  this 
petitioner, in  said  city  of  Ft.  Wayne,  and  there  is  now  a scarcity 
of  such  building  sites;  that  many  factories  and  other  classes  of 
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business  have  desired  to  come  to  said  city,  hut  have  been 
unable  to  do  so  because  they  have  been  unable  to  secure  suitable 
locations  on  property  contiguous  to  railroads,  so  as  to  have 
trackage  facilities  for  the  conduct  of  their  business;  that  if 
said  portion  of  Greeley  Street  is  vacated,  as  herein  prayed, 
most  if  not  all  of  the  property  abutting  on  the  northerly  side 
of  said  portion  will  at  once  be  available  for  factory  sites, 
whereas  the  maintenance  of  said  street  will  render  said  property 
practically  unavailable  for  such  purposes. 

This  petition  and  consent  for  said  vacation  is  on 
condition  that  there  shall  be  no  assessment  of  damages  against 
this  petitioner  on  account  of  the  vacation  of  said  street.
